March 31, 1958

A regular meeting of the North Dakota State Water Conservation Commission was
called to order on March 31, 1958, tn the State Water Conservation Commission
Office in Bismarck, North Dakota, to consider routine business matters. The

The meeting was called to order at 9:30 A.M. by Governor Davis with Commissioners
Earle F. Tucker, A. M. Christensen, Oscar Lunseth, William W. Corwin, Math Dahl,
Einar Dahl and Secretary Holsveen present.

It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that the
Minutes of January 31, 1958, be approved. All members voted aye and said motion
carried.

It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl and seconded by Commissioner Christensen
that the Financial Statements for January and Pebruary, 1958, be approved, and
filed in the office of the State Water Conservation Commission. All members
voted aye and said motion carried.

Secretary Hoisveen read a letter which he received from Colonel Desloge Brown of
the St, Paul District Corps of Engineers, dated March 18th. Colonel Brown states
in his letter that the debris and obstructions should be removed from Baldhill
Dam in accordance with the assurances given by the Commission to maintain the
Sheyenne River channel below Baldhill Dam. It was moved by Commissioner Christen-
sen and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that 8ecretary Hoisveen contact Barnes
County officials relative to this project and urge that they care for the matter
as soon as possible., It was generally agreed that the clearance work should be
done by the County and not the State Water Commission. All wmembers voted aye and
said motion carried. Secretary Holsveen stated that he has written the County
Auditor of Barnes County relative to the matter, under date of March 20th, but to
date has received no reply but that he would contact them again.



A letter from Senator Young concerning the flood and related water supply problems
on the Souris HRiver in the vicinity of Minot, North Dakota, was read by Secretary
Hoisveen, along with a copy of a letter from Gemeral Person, Assistant Chief of
Engineers for (ivil Works. The General said the C.rps did not have funds avail-
able to continue the survey and investigation on the Souris River. It was moved
by Commissioner Christensen and seconded by Commissioner Einar Dahl that the

Corps of Engineers be requested to obtain funds for such purposes. All members
voted aye and said motion carried.

Secretary Hoisveen advised the Commissioners relative to the status of the pro-
posed Jamestown flood protective project. He stated that Jamestown has been
frequented by floods and that the dam on the James River would aid them material-
ly. An effort was made to work through Senator Young to have funds made available
to Jamestown so the cut-off in front of the State Hospital could be made in view
of the fact that a new bridge is to be constructed at the entrance to the State
Hospital. The Corps originally proposed an extensive flood protective project
for the City of Jamestown. Jamestown does not desire to go through with the
project as originally proposed. The City of Jamestown feels that possibly the
work could be performed under the 212 authority which permits the construction

of projects costing under $400,000. Colonel Pine has studied the situation and

a preliminary survey has been completed. The Corps of Engineers does not
recommend the construction of the cut-off channel unless they participate in the
entire flood protective works project. It was moved by Commissioner Corwin and
seconded by Commissioner Tucker that Secretary Hoisveen be authorized to investi=
gate the sitvation in view of the Corps of Engineers position on the Jamestown
flood protective project and see what can be done by other means available to
improve the gifuation. All members voted aye and said motion carried.

Secretary Hoisveen read a letter which he had received from Mr. C. N. Nelson,
President of the North Dakota School of Forestry and State Forester. Mr. Nelson
indicated that he believed Secretary Hoisveen and Dr. Bue, Commissioner of the
State Game and Fish Department, should be ex-officio members of the State Conser-
vation Committee. The matter was discussed by the Commissioners but no action
was taken as il would require a legislative amendment for them to serve in this
capacity. It was opined that the membership is set by law and would require
legislative consideration should the membership be increased.

Governor Davis reported on the meeting held recently pertaining to the Lower

Heart Water Conservatiom and Flood Control District. In attendance at said meet-
ing were the Governor, Herman Joos - and Palmer Levin of the Board of Administra-
tion, Messrs. {fentz and Bradley of the State Highway Department, Mr. Milo W.
Hoisveen of the State Water Conservation Commission and Mr. Thomas Crouse, Supere
intendent of the State Training School. 1In September and December, 1957, repres
sentatives of the Lower Heart District appeared before the Commission requesting
funds to assist in the construction of much needed flood protection works along
the Heart Rive:r in the vicinity of Mandan. It was agreed among the State agencies
that the interests of the State would be beneficially protected by the project and
that the three affected agencies should participate in the $50,000 allowance on

a one~third basis. It was moved by Coumissioner Einar Dahl and seconded by
Commissioner William Corwin that the State Water Conservation Commission partici-
pate in said project not to exceed one-third of the maximum amount of $50,000.

All members voted aye and said motion carried.

A resolution adopted by the Bismarck Chamber of Commerce requesting the support

of the State Water Commission in furthering the causeway structure between
Bismarck and Mandan was read by Secretary Hoisveen. It was stated by Secretary
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Hoisveen that in view of Gowernor Davis' letter to Senator Milton R. Young requeste-
ing funds for a suwrvey of the project be made available to the Corps, he believed
an investigation would be made. The principal advantage to such a dam would be
" that it would eliminate the possibility of some agency entering the picture af a
later date and constructing a 50 foot dam. The State Highway Department would
permit the investigation to be made if it could be completed by January lst of
next year so that it would not retard the interstate highway being built. He
indicated that he believed that just as soon as funds are made available, which
is July lst, a detailed investigation would commence. This low head dam would
insure the water supply for Bismarck and Mandan and would also have immense
recreational and some irrigation benefits. Commissioner Math Dahl moved that the
Commission support the investigation furthering the causeway structure, which
motion was seconded by Commissioner William Corwin. All members voted aye and
said motion carried.

Secretary Holsveen stated that the first meeting of the Little Missouri Compact

is to be held in Bismarck on April 24, 1958. Representatives of Wyoming, South
Dakota, Montana and North Dakota will be present. Governor Davis requested
Secretary Hoisveen, Commissioners Earle Tucker, William Corwin and Einar Dahl to
represent the State of North Dakota, and all other interested parties are welcome.

Mr. Fred Fredrickson reported on North Dakota water resource projects. He stated
that at the present time there are three items in the appropriation bills for
continuing construction, they are: The Garrison Dam Project has been raised to
$10,500,000 for the fiscal year, the Fargo Protection Works $500,000 and the
Lower Heart River. These are the only three Cusrps of Engineers project requests
at the present time. Investigation funds are being requested ﬁPr the Garrison
Diversion Unit and the causeway between Bismarck and Mandan. r. Fredrickson
stated that he had been requested by Senator Young to inquire whether or not the
Commission wag still interested in obtaining money to build Ziebaugh Pass in
Ramsey County. Mr. Hoisveen stated that at one time Ramsey County was very
interested in getting this project and that they wanted to install a structure
similar to the one jointly installed by Ramsey County and the Commission

below Leke Irvine. Wildlife interests have also expressed a desire to get into
this area. It was mentioned that at one time the Indian Agency had control over
the pass but they are no longer interested in it. It is, however, a 15 mile
short cut for agency members enroute to Minnewaukan, their county seat. It also
provides a short cut to Devils Lake. Mr. Fredrickson inquired if the Commission
would be agreeable to do the investigating and engineering work if he were
successful in obtaining money for the project. It was moved by Commissioner
Lunseth and seconded by Commissiomer Corwin that the Commission act as the admine
istrative agency and perform the engineering work if money is made avallable.
All members voted aye and said motion carried.

Mr. Fredrickson made the following recommendations so far as the Garrison Diver-
s ion Unit 1is concerned. He did not believe that too great of an effort should
be made in the House in dollars and cents to get an increase in money. He
suggested proposing to the House that more money is needed and indicate to them
just what is needed. 1In the Senate a strong appeal should be made to get moneys
available. It should be on record in the House but the all-out effort should be
made in the Senate. It may not be necessary for State witnesses to be present

at the House hearing. Commissioner Christensen moved the adoption of the follow-
ing resolution, which motion was seconded by Commissioner Math Dahl. All members
voted aye and the following resolution was unanimously adopted:



RESOLUTION

WHEREAS, the regular 1959 budget estimate for Missouri River Basin investigations
is $900,000 below the current appropriation therefor; and

WHEREAS, it 1s felt that such estimate should be at least as great as the funds
provided for fiscal year 1958 in order to carry forward the most orderly and
economical program of investigational activities necessary to meet construction
target dates for some of the project features; and

WHEREAS, the Garrison Diversiom Unit, North Dakota and South Dakota, alone, could
economically use twice the $487,800 allocated to it in the 1959 estimate in

order to keep the required work on schedule so that construction on the Unit can
be initiated in fiscal year 1961, or earlier; and

WHEREAS, State and local interest in the irrigation potentials thereof is tre-
mendously high, as dramatically shown at the hearing before the Subcommittee on
Irrigation and Reclamation of the Cormittee on Interior and Insular Affairs,

U. s. Souse of Representatives, held in Devils Lake, North Dakota, October 30,
1957, on certain modifying legislation for the Unit proposed in H. R. 7068 (and

in S. 1932), when well over 2,300 farmers, business and professional men, State,
county and local officials, educators, and others were in attendance, and more
than 50 witnesses testified and filed statements in support of the proposed legis-
lation and endorsing the Garrison Diversion Unit; and

WHEREAS, irrigation districts in the Unit area have already been formed compris-
ing about 108,080 irrigable acres, and the formation of additional districts of
200,000 more irrigable acres will have been completed by next July 1;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the North Dakot & State Water Comservation
Commission, the official State agency having jurisdiction and control over the
State's water resources in regular meeting in the State Capitol, Bismarck, North
Dakota, March 31, 1958, that the Congress be and it hereby is respectfully re-
quested and urged to substantially increase the budget estimate for the Missouri
River Basin investigations for fiscal 1959 so that an allocation of approximately
$1,000,000 could be made available to continue investigations in connection with
the Garrison Diversion Unit; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that copies hereof be transmitted by mail to the Hon.
Clarence Cannon, Chairman, House Committee on Appropriations; the Hon. Carl
Hayden, Chairman, Senate Committee on Appropriations, Senators William Langer

and Milton R. Young; Representatives Usher L. Burdick and Otto Krueger; Secretary
of the Interior; Assistant Secretary of the Interior for Water and Power; and

the Commissioner of Reclamation.

The Commissioners discuesed the possibility of formulating a North Dakota Water
Users Association, which would be an over-all water organizationsfor the State
combining all water groups, with the exception of the small organization on
particular streams or projects. It was indicatéd that the organization of such
an assoclation should not take place until after the hearings on the Garrison
Diversion Unit have been held. Mr. Fredrickson stated that he has discussed this
with several water proponents in the State and that the suggestion has received



favorable response. Commissioner Lunseth stated that this same idea has been
proposed by the State Reclamation Association several years ago. All of the
Commissioners indicated their interest in the formation of such an organization
and recommended that Mr. Fredrickson pursue his efforts in this matter.

Secretary Hoisveen advised the Commission members that a loan agreement had been
worked out with the Corps of Bngineers and the Lewis and Clark Mutual Aid Corpora-
tion as requested at the January 31, 1958, meeting. The agreements have all been
signed and have been forwarded to the Corps of Engineers for signature by the
Chief of Engineers and the project should proceed without delay.

A letter from Mr. Vernon S. Cooper, Secretary-Treasurer of the Garrison Diversion
Conservancy District, was read to the Commission members. Mr. Cooper invited the
Commissioners to attend their Board of Directors meeting which is to be held in
Minot on April 2nd and 3rd. Arrangements have been made to have Mr. Everett T.
Winter, Exeécutive Vice President of the Mississippi Valley Association, present

at the meeting to discuss the program of his assoclation. Governor John Davis,
Commissioners A. M. Christensen, Earle F. Tucker, Einar Dahl, Secretary Hoisveen
and Mr. Fredrickson indicated that they planned to attend said meeting. Secretary
Holsveen stated that a meeting of the Governor's Coordinating Committee will be
held immediately after the dinner on the night of April 2nd.

Secretary Hoisveen reported on the hearing of the Tri County Irrigation District
which was held at Leonard, North Dakota, on March 12, 1958. The district com-
prises Cass, Ransom and Richland Counties and approximately 82,000 acres are
involved. A count revealed from 75 to 100 present in favor of the establishment
of the district and approximately 10 of those present at the hearing indicated
that they opposed the formation of the district. The objectors were not in the
district but were fearful that they might be flooded as a result of the irrigation
water. An election will be held on April 15, 1958.

Secretary Holsveen stated that studies have been made of the Cartwright Project.
The investigation indicated that a project that would care for approximately 450
acres could be accomplished at a cost of $42,000. An alternate plan would involve
less acreage and would run $35,000, Mr. William Lassey and Mr. Henry Iszley of
the Cartwright Irrigation District, appeared before the Commission and requested
financial assistance in the comstruction of the irrigation project. They had
anticipated receiving 40% of the project cost, however all of the Commissioners
believed that this would be assisting private individuals in enhancing the value
of their land and that there could be no State participation.

Commissioner Dahl suggested that the procedure follow:ed in financing the construc-
tion of the Sioux Irrigation District and related bond issues be investigated as

a possible method that could be used in the Cartwright Project. This procedure
briefly is as follows: The Commission issue its bonds in an amount sufficient to
finance the construction of the project and in connection with this issue pledge
20% of the amount of the issue from its Comstruction Bond Guaranty fund with the
Trustee for the bond issue. The proceeds from such bond issue could be used to
construct the project. The Cartwright Irrigation District would, in turn, issue
its bonds to the Commission for the amount advanced by the Commission to construct
the project. The Commission would pledge these bonds with the trustee for its



Bond issue as collateral for the Commission Bond issue. It was recommended that
no action be taken on this matter until Secretary Hoisveen has had the opportunity
of contacting the Attorney General to obtain his opinion relative to the matter.

Mr. Norman Rclfson of Bismarck entered the meeting at 11:55 A.M. He stated that
he represented the Isaak Walton League as Chairman of the Rice Lake Committee,
Rice Lake is located between Sterling and Wing. It was a lake originally and was
a very good cuck breeding and shooting area. Many years ago the county formed a
drainage board to drain a group of lakes with the thought of farming the land,
which included Rice Lake. This land cannot and has not been farmed. Mr. Rolfson
indicated that it is merely swamp land and when the land could not be farmed
successfully, the land was absorbed by the county in lieu of failure to pay taxes,
The Isaak Walton League now desires to see the lake restored to its original
meander lines as a duck breeding area. The only obstacle thus far encountered is
that the higlway passes through the middle of the lake. The Division Engineer of
the State Highway Department has said that it would be necessary to raise the road
approximately three feet. Mr. Rolfson requested the State Water Conservation Com-
mission to conduct a survey of the lake to determine just what it would take to
restore the same and the cost involved., It was moved by Commissioner Christensen
and seconded by Commissioner Math Dahl that the request for a detailed survey of
Rice Lake be granted. All members voted aye and said motion carried.

The meeting adjourned at 12:10 noon to reconvene at 1:15 P.M,

Vice Chairman Earle F. Tucker resumed the meeting in the absence of Governor Davis.
Commissioners A, M. Christensen, Oscar Lunseth, William W. Corwin, Math Dahl,
Einar Dahl and Secretary Hoisveen were present.

Secretary Hoisveen stated that it was his desire to have a uniform drainage code
for the State which would have to be followed before the State participates in
any projects. As authorized by the Commission, Rules and Regulations for Partici-
pation in Drainage Projects have been prepared and presented to the Commissioners
for their approval. It was moved by Commissioner Christensen and seconded by
Commissioner Corwin that the Rules and Regulations be adopted. All members voted
aye and said motion carried.

At the August 17, 1955, meeting the Commission agreed to participate in the con-
struction of Eaton Drainage Ditch #2 to the extent of $320.00. The work has been
completed but the cost has run higher than anticipated. On the basis of 40% of
the cost of the drainage improvement, the allocation for the Commission on this
basis would approximate $432.80, which would exceed the original allocation by
$112.80. It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Commissioner Corwin
that $432.80 be allowed on this drainage improvement. However, the maintenance

of the ditch must be assumed by the Eaton Irrigation District. Upon roll call all
members voted aye and said motion carried.

Secretary Hoisveen stated that he has had correspondence with Mr. E. V. Palmer of
Williston and Dr., Wilson M. Laird, State Geologist, relative to an artesian well
created by a seismograph crew operating in the vicinity of Williston. Considerable
difficulty has been encountered in shutting down the well. In discussing the
matter with Dr. Laird, Secretary Hoisveen stated that both of them feel that proper



laws should be enacted concerning wild cat wells.: It was recommended that this
be presented to the next session of the legislature. However, in the meantime,
it was recommended by Commigsioner Lunseth that Secretary Hoisveen write the
responsible party advising him to exert every effort tn stopping the flow of the
well.

A letter from Lt. Colonel Goodsell of the Corps of Engineers, Omaha District, was
read by Secretary Hoisveen. Colonel Goodsell made favorable comments pertaining
to the resolution passed by the Commission relative to the appropriation of waters
on the North Branch of the Grand River.

Petitions containing 1965 signatures from proponents of the Buffalo Lake Project
have been received in the office of the State Water Conservation Commission. The
petitioners request that the State Water Commission and the State Game and Fish
Department dc everything in their power to bring the proposed Buffalo Lake improve-
ment project to a successful completion at the earliest possible date. Secretary
Hoisveen stated that the Commission has worked with this group and performed the
necessary epgineering services. Some easements are necessary before final steps
are taken but these should be obtained by the Buffalo Lake proponents. It was
recommended that Secretary Hoisveen reaffirm the Commission's interest in the
project and continued cooperation. However, the easements must be-obtained before
the Commission can participate in the cost of construction funds.

Secretary Holsveen stated that a request has been received from the Deputy Clerk
of the Traill County Drain Board requesting participation in the cleanout and
improvement of McCoy Drain #14 and McCradie Drain #4, and the construction of a
new drain to be known as Holmen Drain #35. The estimated cost of the Holmen Drain
1s $21,580. It was recommended that Secretary Hoisveen conduct an investigational
survey on said drains and report to the Commissionprior to authorization for
Commission participation.

Claims in the amount of $1484.58 and $1283.47 have been presented by Richland
County for the State Water Commission's share of work done on Drains #55 and #7,
the total cost being $3711.45 and $3208.69 respectively. It was moved by Com-
missioner Christensen that subject to inspection and approval by the State Water
Conservation Commission, the bills be allowed. Commissioner Corwin seconded said
motion. All members voted aye and said motion carried.

A request has been received from Pembina County to participate in the construction
works on Drains #13 and #43. The estimated cost of Drain #13 is $25,800. The
plans and designs have been approved and the cost to the State Water Conservation
Commission would approximate $10,820. It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl and
seconded by Commissioner Christensen that participation in the cost of said drains
be subject to inspection by representatives of the State Water Conservation
Commission. All members voted aye and said motion carried.

Vice Chairman Tucker read a letter addressed to Mr. W. Van Heuvelen of the State

Health Department from Colonel Percy H. Lash, stating that the Department of the

Army has authorized the installation of a lagoon type sewage disposal facility at
Fort Lincoln. The Commission has been interested in having this matter corrected
for some time and was happy to hear that action will soon be taken.



Secretary Holsveen inquired if the present salary scale schedule used by the Com-
mission should be continued, or if there were any suggestions as to how to conduct
the same. It was moved by Commissioner Christensen and seconded by Commissioner
Lunseth that Secretary Hoisveen continue with the plan presently used and no
changes be made. All members voted aye and said motion carried.

The following water rights were considered:

#757. Argil Froemke, Lisbon, requests the right to divert 250 acre feet of
water from the Sheyenne River to irrigate 128.5 acres of land. It was moved by
‘Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that said request be
granted subject to the following statement: The area applied for will be used
as a U. S. Bureau of Reclamation Dévelopment Farm. The water allocation will be
made on the basis of 2.0 acre feet per acre during the period the U. S. Bureau
of Reclamaticn wses the farm for experimental purposes. The allotment of water
will be reduced to 1.25 acre feet per acre at such a time as the U. S. Bureau of
Reclamation releases the farm for use by the owner. All members voted aye and
said water right was approved.

#758. The City of Pembina requests the right to divert 730 acre feet of water
from the Pembina River for municipal and industrial uses. Moved by Commissioner
Christensen and seconded by Commissioner Lunseth that said request be granted,
pending receipt of the Affidavit of Publication. Motion carried.

#753. The City of Rugby requests the right to divert 600 acre feet of water
from groundwater sourcds for municipal and industrial use. Moved by Commissioner

Corwin and seconded by Commissioner Einar Dahl that said request be granted.
" Motlon carried. )

A letter from Mr. Fred Fredrickson thanking the Commission for the increase in
salary was read by Vice Chairman Tucker.

The meeting adjourned at 2:15 P.M.
